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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the rejection under 35 USC 102 over 
Tamano et al., it is maintained that the teaching adequately supports a rejection under 35 USC 102 based on the disclosure indicated. 
Rejections under 35 USC 103 are maintained to be proper. Applicants' showings are maintained to be not commensurate in scope with 
the scope of their claims' in terms of the components claimed, their make-ups, and their relative ranges of amount values. A limited 
showing of criticality is insufficient to support a broadly claimed range. Further, comparisons need to relate to the prior art embodiments 
relied upon and not other prior art or other comparisons. Applicants' showings of "comparative examples" relating to blends of their 
claims with blowing agents other than those recited in the preambles of their claims are not, in fact, comparative showings because the 
instant claims do not require the presence of specific blowing agents in their composition.
